But the true Christian life has depths as _ 


well as heights. Indeed, there is much 
more need today for the deeper Christian 
life than the higher life. Height without 
depth is as perilous as a tower without a 
base, a tree without roots, or a business 
without capital. . 

1. We want more deep and thorough 
foundation work. We want more work 
below the surface-more solid foundations— 
more subsoil ploughing and thorough root- 
ing of conviction and character. We are 
building bridges with abutments, raising 
great houses without solid foundations,and 
running up great trunks and branches 
without either real rootage or depth of 
soil. We want more of the growth of the 
lily and cedar; and then, in security and 
symmetry, the branches shall spread, and 
the beauty be as the olive tree and the 
smell as Lebanon. 

2. We want deeper Gonvietions of truth. 
We all believe much less than we think 
we do, And yet believing is more import- 
ant than doing. It is the real root of ac- 
tion and the spring of all true impulse 
and feeling. More solemn still, we are 
responsible to God for believing. He de- 
mands that we shall believe His words 
with all the strength of deep, immovable 
convictions. He demands that we shall 
take the trouble to know intelligently and

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tion. Many a moving and pathetic sermon 
is but a piece of fine acting, and the tears 
and emotions it excites may have no re- 
ligious basis. 

Nay, deeper still, the very moral centre 
may be assailed, the conscience thorough- 


ly awakened, and the sins of life may be 


seen and felt in intense sorrow and even 
abhorrence; yes, and result in real refor 
mation in the outward life, and the strict- 
est morality and integrity, and yet there 
may not be a single particle of true Chris- 
tian life. There have been noble examples 
of morality without Christ. Confucian- 
ism, Judaism, Platonism, have produced 
many lovely virtues, but this is not life. 
What, then, is the life of God? It is 
spiritual, Its region and sphere is the 
spirit, not the intellect merely, not the 
emotions, not even the conscience, but 
the spiritual faculty, that deeper, higher 
element of the human trinity, which 
knows God, and receives His life and 
Spirit. It is this which sin has destroyed 
and defiled. It is this which the Holy 
Ghost quickens in the new life. Itisthere 


that Christ comes to dwell, and from this . 


centre that He governs and influencesour 
whole being. And here it is that so many 
need a deeper life. Their convictions and 
experiences are all intellectual, emo- 
tional, or moral. They do not know 
Christ well as the Living Presence and 
Life of their life. This was the teaching 
of John iv., which the Galileans would 
not receive. 

Men are afraid of spiritual things, and 
our age has less spirituality in consequence 
of the intensity of our purely human life. 
This is the real cause why so many per- 
sons fail fully to grasp and appreciate the 
truth and evidence of Christianity. They 
are seeking it with the wrong set of fac- 
ulties. They are like a man trying to

And so, at a later stage, many are seek- 
ing the deeper things of God, and yet 
wholly by intellectual or emotional ave- 
nues. They are trying to grasp sanctifica- 
tion as a matter of feeling, or physical 
healing as a mere intellectual conviction, 
or an act of will. The secret of both is 
to know, receive and feed upun Christ as 
The old

5, We need deeper spiritual growth and 
attainment in the divine life. The religion 
of Jesus is not all rudimentary. Panl 
determined to know nothing among the 
Corinthians save Jesus Christ and Him 
crucified; but this was not because there 
were no deeper things, but because they 
were not ready. The well was too deep 
for their little bucket and line. But for 
those that could receive he tells us ex- 
pressly in this very passage there is the 
wisdom of God, and the deep things of 
the Spirit of God, that eye hath not seen, 
nor ear heard, nor the heart of man con- 
ceived of the things which God has pre- 
pared for them that love Him. It is well 
enough for a child of three years to be 
childish, but it is repulsive to see a dwarf 
of fifty years. Adult infants are anything 
but sweet and lovely creatures, and the 
‘church is full of them. ‘‘ Wherefore, 
leaving the principles of Christ, let us go 
on to perfection. . 
“There are depths of love which we all may know, 

Ere we cross the narrow sea 


There are heights of love which weal! may climb, 
Ere we rest in peace with thee.”’ 


6. We need a deeper love. Goa little 
deeper, and you will find the emperor,” 
said a wounded soldier to the surgeon who 
probed his wounds in a French hospital. 
The image of Jesus should be the deepest 
mark on every Christian heart. This 
gives all our character a depth, a fervor, a 
mellowness, an unction, a tenderness, a 
freedom, a power and heavenly enthusi- 
asm, which nothing else can produce. 
This make ali labor light, all crosses 
sweet, and all wrongs easy to endure. 
This will light up the countenance, melt 
the tones of utterance, sweeten the whole 
spirit, and breathe life and inspiration 
into our words and work, until all hearts 
are kindled by the magnetic touch, and 
all the fires of earth are lighted by the 
Love, deeper love, con- 
straining love to Him, the love His love 
begets to all His own, the love of souls, 
the love of the Jost and the world, the 
love that suffers long, seeks until it finds, 
bears and forbears, and will not tire, oh, 
this is the deepest need of our shallow 
Christianity, our selfish age, our Iuke- 
warm Laodicean churches. 

7. We need a deeper life and fullness. 
Some wells have to be pumped. Some 
overflow, and have to be held back. We 
need the deep springs and spontaneous 
overflow of life. There may be the same 
quantity of water running over the mill 
race in both cases, but it is the depth of 
fall that gives the motive power. Deeper © 
fountains, deeper currents are needed to 
turn our slow wheels and move our languid 
lives. There are deep things in God. 
There are depths of life in His quickening

We will consider first the Ascension as 
regards Jesus Himself. Eph. i: 17-21. 
When Jesus ascended there were opposing 
forces on the other side of the clouds. We 
find that He ascended up far above all 
principalities, and powers, and might, and 
dominion. We find in the last chapter of 
this epistle that there are principalities, 
and powers, and rulers of darkness, and 
spiritual wickedness in these high places. 

We read that Satan was once a bright 
and shining angel among the hosts of 
heaven, Lucifer, the son of the morning. 
But he revolted against God and fell, and 
dragged down with him a host of follow- 
ers. He came down as vicegerent to earth, 
to mar its beauty. 

When man was created to be a compan- 
ion to the Godhead, Satan determined, in 
his rage and jealousy,to destroy him. But 
God promised at the time of the fall that 
man, that is the seed of the woman,should 
bruise the serpent’s head: 

All through the old dispensation Satan 
conquered man. Moses found Satan too 
much for him. David, the man after 
God’s own heart, feli before him. Solo- 
mon, the wisest of men, was snared by 
his wiles. Noé until Jesus came, the in- 
carnate Son of Mary, was he defeated. 

After Jesus was baptized by John, and 
the Holy Spirit came upon Him, He was 
led of the Spirit into the wilderness, to be 
tempted by the devil, who left Him, hav- 
ing been conquered for the first time by 
man. 


the victory was won. 


All through His ministry on earth the 
demons followed Him, but He cast them 
out. On Calvary, Satan thought he would 
conquer Jesus through weakness, but here 
For three short 
days He Jay in the lower parts of the 
earth, and then He arose by the power of 
the Spirit, conqueror, and led captivity 
captive. 

There must have been an encounter up 
there in those heavenly places. Battalion 
after battalion of evil spirits were there 
arrayed in battle against Jesus as He rose. 
But higher, higher He rose, far above 
everything in heaven, not stepping until 
He reached the seat of power at the right 
hand of God the Father. 

You could as effectually pour miles of 
water on a cork to keep it down as to 
pour miles of devilson Jesus to keep Him 
down. 

Jesus has gone up as our forerunner. 
Heb. vi: 20. ‘‘ Whither the forerunner is 
for us entered, even Jesus, made a high 
priest forever after the order of Melchise- 
dec,” where He is performing the office of 
a high priest, interceding for us. ‘‘ For 
He ever liveth to make intercession for 
us.” He casts out from within the vail 
the anchor which is sure and steadfast, to 
which we may attach our little barque 
while tossing on this dark, tempestuous 
sea, 

It was but natural that Jesus, as God, 
should ascend to His place in heaven, 
nothing could hinder Him. Satan knew 
as well as God that Jesus was too much 
for him. But here isthe ascension-point. 
It was not as God that Jesus defeated 
Satan, and rose to the heights of power, 
but in His humanity He gained the vic- 
tory and raised man to the throne of God. 

2d. As regards us. Eph. ii: 5-6, 
“Even when we were dead in sins hath 
quickened us together with Christ, and 
made us sit together in heavenly places in 
Christ Jesus.” If we are trusting Jesus 
we have Him dwelling in us. ‘If the 
Spirit of Him that raised Jesus from the 
dead dwell in you, He that raised up Jesus - 
from the dead shall also quicken your 
mortal bodies by His spirit that dwelleth 
in you.”

- meet the attacks of Satan, or how they 


can yield themselves tobe his slaves. The 


way to get victory over Satan is just to let 
Jesus dwell within, not as a lodger, but 
let Him abide within. Then do not fight 
the devil, but let Jesus do the fighting,and 
you hide behind Him. 

Be filled with the Holy Spirit, and then 
He will quench all the fiery darts of the 
adversary. There is a very sweet passage 
in 1 John about little children, ‘Ye are of 
God, little children, and have overcome 
them; because greater is He that isin you 
than he that is in the world.” Now, little 
children are not naturally very strong, 
that they may be overcomers, but if you 
are a little child, and have Jesus dwelling 
within, you may overcome. Satan is the 
prince of this world. 

How shall we overcome the world, self 
and sin? By struggling or striving after 
holiness or sanctification, or detaching 
this or that thing? No; just get attached 
to Jesus, and things will detach them- 
selves. I may, at my hotel, ascend the 
stairs with weariness, or I may just step 
in the elevator and be lifted without any 
effort on my own part. Solet Jesus take 
control, and He will lift us up to the 
heavenly places. When we have breathed 
the heavenly air, we will not want to 
breathe the miasma of earth. When we 
have been fed at the King’s banquet table, 
and tasted the sweets of heaven, we will 
not eat the garbage of the swine. 

I stood, a year ago, with my friend Dr. 
Newman Hall, on the plateau at Matter- 
horn, to which I have before referred, 
watching for the first ray of the sun at 
early dawn, as it touches that magnificent 
snow-capped mountain, that rises far 
above the surrounding mountains, catch- 
ing the first gleam of the morning, and 
where the last beam of the setting sun 
lingers. The scene wassublime. Gradu- 
ally its snowy whiteness was changed to 
rose-tint. One after another her sister 
peaks caught the light, and became ra- 
diant with the glorioussun. Downinthe 
valley the mists were seething like a boil- 
ing cauldron. The villages were all fast 
asleep; but on the mountain the sun was 
shining in magnificence. 

A little later, when the sun was at its 
meridian, there was not a shadow in the 
valley. Every little flower, no matter 
how obscure, had received as much of 
the sun’s rays as it had capacity. 

So, before Christ came, like the moun- 
tains, the prophets, the aristocrats of 
heaven, Isaiah, Jeremiah, Daniel, Ezek- 
ie], Malachi, were the only ones who re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost. But, when Jesus 
ascended, the Holy Spirit descended in 
Pentecostal power. It is the privilege of 
all who are in Him to have the Holy Ghost 
in Pentecostal power, according to their 
capacity to receive it. The least as well 


as the greatest. My little finger has as 
much right to attention as any part of my 
body. It can call upon my circulatory 
organs for as much blood as is necessary 
for it, upon my brain for sympathy and - 
attention to its needs. So, the weakest 
and least of God’s children can have the 
Holy Spirit in Pentecostal power. May 
God enlarge our capacity to receive Him. 

We speak of the omnipotence of God. 
We say God can do all things. God can 
make the waters of Niagara flow upward 
instead of downward, if He wills. He 
can turn the current of those mighty 
rushing waters, as I saw them a few days 
ago, dashing down at such a rapid veloc- 
ity. It is a greater miracle that God 
should take human nature, whose natural 
tendency is downwards, and make it rise 
upward, so that it seeks those things that 
are above. It is more wonderful that 
God takes man from the depths of the 
fall and raises him to the heights of 
glory. 

The first birth (the Adam birth) makes 
us godown. The second birth (born in 
Christ) raises us up to God. We fell in 
Adam, and died; but in Christ we are 
made alive. These words would seem 
presumptuous if they were not written in 
the Word. Nothing provokes Satan more 
than this. After preaching such a ser- 
mon, I retire to my room and Satan at- 
tacks me. I could not conquer him were 
it not that Jesus dwells within, and He is 
my defence.

” This I believe is the final blessing 
*. in the process of sanctification. It is be- 
yond divine healing; itis the glorification 
of the body. ‘‘I beseech you therefore, 


present your bodies a living sacrifice.” It 
is not necessary to die in order to be 
glorified. ‘‘ Which is your reasonable ser- 


vice, and be ye not conformed to this age, - 


but be ye transfigured.” It is the very 


‘word that is used in reference to our 


Saviour’s transfiguration. ‘‘But be ye 
transfigured,” literally, I believe that this 
has reference to our bodies, ‘‘ that ye may 
prove what is the will of God, that good, 
and acceptable, and perfect will of God.” 
Oh! may the Lord hasten the day when we 
shall be able to prove it, when our faith 
shall enter into its mysteries, and we shall 
be spiritually transformed by its realities, 
when we shall actually pass on into the 
glorified state! Jsay, divine healing is 
not the final blessing, although it is in the 
line of it. 

In the third-place, I say, divine healing 
is not a necessary blessing. You may 
say ‘‘If it is not the chief thing, if it is not 
the final thing, it won’t make any differ- 
ence whether we experience it or not.” 
There you make a mistake, for it is a very 
significant blessing, else why would it 
have been brought into such prominence 
in the early days of Christianity, else why 
would it be coming out in the latter days 
of Christianity? It is especially significant 
in so far that it makes God real to us. 
And whenever the Lord comes tov you in 
your physical bodies, and takes away your 
neuralgias and headaches, it somehow 
gives you a realization of the Lord you 
could never get in any other way. And it 
is not only real to you, but it is real to the 
beholders when the heallng is aaticlpaely 
distinct to be appreciated. 


At our little Convention at Round Lake, 
comparatively small in regard to this, held 
in a little place where nobody went except 
those who were especially interested; God 
was pleased to come the very first day, 
and give a very marked case of healing, 
and I believe that it gave the tone to all 
that Convention. I believe that the Lord 
saw that we needed just that kind of a 
thing. It drew the attention of people, 
and although there weresome strange and 
extravagant statements made, on the 
whole, if was a great blessing. So, also, 
when the apostles were going up to the 
Temple to pray, they found the lame man 
who hailed them for alms. They healed 
him, and he went into the temple with 
them, walking, and leaping, and praising 
God. It attracted attention. Multitudes 
gathered around, and gave Christianity a 
distinct advance. Therefore, although it 
is not the first thing, and though it is not 
the final thing; yet, it is a very pignicant 
thing, and a very useful thing. 


In the fourth place, I say, it is not a 
blessing that may be enjoyed in worldly 
ease and pleasure. What do you want to 
be healed for? So that you can be com- 
fortable, and sit and sing yourself away 
to everlasting bliss? If that is your aim, 


Iam afraid you won't get divine healing. 
You will notice that the promise of healing 
is intimately connected with the commis- 
sion, ‘‘Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature. He that be- 
lieveth and is baptized shall be saved; but 
he that believeth not shall be damned, 
And these signs shall follow them that be- 
lieve: in my name shall they cast out 
devils; they shall speak with new tongues; 
they shall take up serpents; and if they 
drink any deadly thing it shall not hurt 
them; they shall lay hands on the sick and 
they shali recover.” Why has this doctrine 
of divine healing come to the front in 
these latter days? It is because we are 


- coming to the front in the matter of mis- 


sions, and carrying the gospel to the 
heathen. [ tell you, when the people sit 
down, and think that religion is something 
to improve the modern or home civiliza- 
tion, and have none of these out-reachings 
of spirit for this lost world, in accordance 
with the plans of God, why you don’t hear 
very much about divine healing. 

It is the command of God to “ go,” and 
whoever experiences divine healing must 
use the blessing in the service of the Lord, 
and just in proportion as you are engaged 
in the service of the Lord, you will ex- 
perience not merely divine healing, but 
the incoming of the divine life. Brother 
Simpson and some of the other workers 
have gotten to that point where they are 
going beyond their natural strength. If 
they were simply engaged in the ordinary 
affairs of life, prudence would tell them 
to stop; but what are they engaged in? 
They are engaged in the work of the Lord, 
and therefore they have a right to ask for 
the Lord’s strength. There is a great 
mystery connected with this to the ordi- 
nary mind, but there is no mystery when 
you look at it as God looks at it. 

In the fifth place, I would say that di- 
vine healing is not a thing that will keep 
you going, simply because you have re- 
ceived it once, if you do not keep con- 
stantly looking to the Lord. There are 
some who think they will never be taken 
sick again. But, beloved, the devil is not 
dead yet, and he has not moved out yet, 
and the effects of sin and Satan are still in 
the world, and the devil is a very in- 
dustrious and economical individual. If 
he cannot get the whole of an individual, 
he will get a part. This divine life is to be 
received from God constantly, over and 
over again, day by day, hour by hour, and 
sometimes, minute by minute. It is a 
kind of union with the Lord, so that the 
Lord’s strength comes in as long as we are 
doing the Lord’s work. 

And finally, I say divine healing is not a 
doctrine that pleases the devil, Well, 
why?! Itis not because he does not love 
anything good, but he has especial reason 
for disliking this and some other doctrines. 
I believe he has a greater spite against the 
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doctrines of divine healing, and the Lord’s 
coming, than anything else. Brother 
Simpson says, ‘‘I would rather have some 
- souls converted than as many healed.” In 
one sense it is so, but as things are going 
now, as soon as the soul is converted, and 
it keeps pretty quiet, and does not disturb 
-.or interfere with his kingdom, and goes to 
heaven bye-and-bye, Satan does not mind 
“s° “that much. But when any of these phases 
oS -. of Christianity come, they infringe direct- 
-.4- ly upon the order of sin and death that 
_. Satan has loved so well. He finds that 
: the doctrines of the Lord’s coming is go- 
, ing to interfere very directly and ex- 
“tensively with his operations upon this 

' earth, and he sets himself against it. 
_ + And so, beloved, when you receive this 
: blessing of divine healing, when you re- 
“ceive this doctrine of the Lord’s coming, 
~. and more especially when you begin to 
“-* “receive some very tangible evidence that 
~~ these works are going on within you and 
around you, why, then, you will be made 
-aware that you are the target of a heavier 
battery than usual from Satan. Of course 
* you need not fear, if you have learned to 

fe the shield of faith. 

May the Lord lead you away from all 
the masks that cover this truth, and into 
the experience of this wonderful blessing 
_ that the Lord is giving to so many of His 

... people in these latter days! ,

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Strength in Weakness. ° 
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= -sAN ADDRESS DELIVERED BY REV. J. MORROW, 
AT OLD ORCHARD CONVENTION. 





HERE are three words that are con- 
tinually in my mind about this sub- 
ject of the health of the body. I will 
* give them to you this | morning, because 
2 they will help you to understand the sub- 
ject better. 
'.. In the fifteenth chapter of Matthew, we 
- read, verse 19, ‘‘For out of the heart pro- 
~ ceed evil thoughts.” The word thoughts, 
in other portions of Scripture, is trans- 
lated, reasonings. Now, some of you may 
- pay that itis not so, for good .thoughts, 
or good reasonings do proceed out of the 
human heart. But you must remember 
‘what the Bible definition of the human 
heart is. Jesus is here, deliberately, say- 
ing that no other kind of reasoning but 
-- evil reasoning can come out of the heart, 
-- -and that apart from Hlm there can be no 
-- reasoning in the heart that is acceptable 
“<“to God about God’s Word, and about God’s 
doings. 
" - We will go on a little further, and see 
how this turns out. In the next chapter, 
owe find, ‘‘ And they reasoned among them- 
- gelves, saying, ‘‘It is because we have 
"+ taken no bread.” You remember that 
;.  .. Jesus had told them to beware of the 
H ‘-“Jeaven of the Pharisees, and of ithe 











Sadducees, 
themselves, 


and they reasoned among 
Well, when a man has not 


the Holy Spirit, he is going to reason about 


everything that Jesus has said, and about 
everything that Jesus has done. And so, 


in this matter of the healing of the body, 
you will reason about it, and you will 


draw your own conclusions, but you will 


never get healed in that way. Jesus does 
not want you to be a judge. 


When you 
hear gospel truth, do not reason about 


it. God does not want you to believe with- 
out truth, but He expects you to yield 
to the influence of the Holy Spirit who 


was sent into the world to guide you in- 
to all truth. Trace the word through the 
whole New Testament, and you will find 
that human reasoning is not the criterion 
by which we are to judge the things of 
God. The Holy Spirit is the only judge of 
what true Christianity means, 

But there is another word that is more 
frequently used in regard to divine heal- 
ing, and itis translated in three different 
ways. In one place, it is translated weak 
or weaknesses; in another place, infirmi- 
ties; and in another, it is translated, sor- 
rows. Not every time, you find the word 
sick, is it this one. The passage in James, 
‘Is any sick among you?” should be 
translated, “‘Is any weak among you?” 
or better still, “‘Is any strengthless among 


” 


| you. 


The word infirmities, has just the same 
meaning. Paulsays in the twelfth chap- 


a: .| ter of 2 Corinthians, ‘‘ Most gladly, there- 
| fore, will I glory in my infirmities, that the 


power of Christ may rest upon me. There- 
fore I take pleasure in infirmities, in re- 
proaches, in necessities, in persecutions, in 
distresses, for Christ’s sake; for when J 
am weak, then am I strong.” In this, Paul 


meant that he would glory in his strength- 


lessness. Jt was not because he had a 
little strength left, because then he could 
glory inhis own strength. But his strength 
had gone, and he could glory in it, be- 
cause the power of God could operate 
upon him. Beloved, have you come to 
the end of your strength. Are you utterly 
strengthless! Ifso, you can glory as Paul 
did, because God’s strength is made per- 
fect in utter strengthlessness. 


I have another reason for quoting this 
passage. Many believe that God allowed 
Paul's thorn in the flesh to remain with 
him for the remainder of his life. 
not find any teaching like that in the New 
Testament. We read in the eighth verse 
of the twelfth chapter o2 2 Corinthians, 
“For this thing I besought the Lord 
thrice, that it might depart from me.” 
And He said unto me, ‘“‘My grace is 
sufficient for thee; for my strength is 
made perfect in weakness.” This is the 
same word as infirmities. How could the 
strength of Jesus be made perfect in weak- 
ness, if Paul had some strength of his 
own! And then, it was not so much the 


You do’ 


strength of Jesus, as the utter weakness 
of Paul. 

Now, would the strength of Jesus be 
made perfect if he allowed the thorn in the 
flesh, the messenger of Satan, to remain 
with God’s child, during the remainder of 
his life, to buffet him? Would not the 
strength of Jesus made perfect be able to 
force the departure of a messenger of 
Satan? You know, you are told to resist 
the’ devil, and he will flee from you—not 
stay with you. ‘‘Submit yourselves to 
God. Resist the devil, and he will flee 
from you.” This cannot be done unless 
we have submitted wholly to God, and 
then we have divine strength given to 
enable us to resist the devil. You cannot 
resist the devil with your own strength, 
but turn the whole business over to God, 
and he will rebuke him. 


Now, with reference to Jesus operating 
in healing power upon the body, just read 
that verse, ‘‘Most gladly therefore, will I 
glory in my weaknesses, in my strength- 
lessness, or in my infirmities, that the 
power of Christ may rest upon me. There- 
fore, I take pleasure in infirmities, in re- 
proaches, in necessities, in persecutions, 
in distresses for Christ’s sake: for when 
Tam weak, then am I strong.” Bye and 
bye, we will get to the place where we 
will actually take pleasure every day in 
the fact that we have no strength of our 
own at all, no intellect, no reason of our 
own, because as long as we trust these 
things, we are not wholly trusting Christ. 
But when you get to trusting Christ for 
physical,intellectual,and spiritual strength, 
then you will begin to realize the promise 
God gave to Paul, ‘‘My God shall supply 
all your need according to His riches by 
Christ Jesus.” 

The other word is one that comes up 
very frequently. It is used very frequent- 
ly in the New Testament. It was only the 
other day that the real meaning of the 
word came to me. I began to dissect the 
word, as Ido many others. I believe it is 
the divine way. I broke the word off at 
the dis-, ‘‘dis-ease.” It is the opposite of 
ease. Just the same as discomfort. It is 
the opposite of comfort. This word dis- 
ease is the opposite of ease, and so God 
wants us to be rid of anything else but 
ease. [do not mean that He wants us to 
be lazy. Weshvuuld not lie down, and do 
nothing. But it means that we should be 
at rest from the works of Satan. We 
should be at rest because Christ has 
preached the .doctrine, ‘‘Come unto me, > 
all ye that labor and are heavy laden, and 
I will give you rest.” And then this word 
is used in the same connection, when He 
says, ‘Take my yoke upon you, for my 
yoke is easy and my burden is light.” 

I sat here on the platform this morning, 
but I was not at ease. I was afraid that I 
would be called upon to say something to 
the people, but I was afraid of myself. I

Look at Abraham, when he went and 
took this new name he worked in faith. 

When Joshua marched around the walls 
of Jericho the shout that he gave was a 
work of faith. 

When the people sat on the Galilean 
slopes and waited for Christ to feed them, 
that was the work of faith realized in 
their sight. If you work, God will work 
with you. 

There was a little girl, after all her peo- 
ple had just been praying fur rain, she 
started out the sunshiny day with her 
largest umbrella, They all wondered and 
laughed at her taking an umbrella, such a 
beautiful day. “Why,” she replied, 
“did’‘nt you and the minister pray for 
rain? It must rain.” And it did rain and 
many unbelievers were glad to be sheltered 
under her umbrella. 

These works of faith are the assumption 
that He is going to work right along with 
us. So,when you take the healing of your 
body, instead of lying down on your bed 
you get up to walk, instead of laying plans 
for asummer of convalescence at the sea- 
side you plan for the busiest year of your 
life. 

So,in all that we trust God for, we must 
give Him achance to make His answer 
manifest by stepping out into a position 
where He alone can glorify Himself. 

He made the woman in the synagogue 
to come over to where He was before He 
touched her. He always made them take 
up their couch and as they stepped forth, 
God made it real to them. 

Again in James v: 14, 15 we have faith 
for healing. 

What is the prayer of faith? Why, that 
first chapter lesson. The prayer that 
availeth much is the believing prayer of 
the Holy Ghost. 

This anointing service is an old statute 
in the church and would always have re- 
mained if the church had not lost faith. 

Right here is a very touching allusion to 
Elias. We know how subject he was to 
the passion of fear and almost ruined his 
whole life by running away from a woman. 
What weakness he displayed! and yet he 
made the assertion that it would not rain, 
and believed, and it did not rain, 

Are any of you sick or suffering? That 
word sick means more especially infirm, 
Even an infirmity can be taken to Him.

It shows how by loving prayer you can 
hide the multitude of the sinner’s sins by 
converting him. How much better than 
harsh and criticising words just to pray 
and then that believing prayer shall save 
from death, and the multitude of sins shall 
be hidden forever.

’ "YOKOHAMA JAPAN, 
“1404 ee aEk BuuFF, July 20, 1891, 


My Dear Parents: 

Thanks be unto God who always causes 
us to triumph! It is qnite hot to-day and 
the heat is very prostrating, but I want to 
tell you how good Jesus is to me and Iam 
sure to get a blessing if I overcome, and 
write. The trial, caused by the delay of 
receiving the money you sent, was a good 
opportunity in which to test one’s faith in 
God, as Thad but $2.00 left, But Father 
gave me such an assurance that more 
money was coming, He told me to have 
some tracts—‘‘The Bank Note ”—printed, 
so as to give them away to the gentlemen 
in the bank, and the Lord encouraged me 
to make the necessary arrangements to go 
to the gathering at ‘‘ Hakone,” to geta 
passport and say we would take a house 
with the ladies at ‘‘Gotemba” for the 
month of August. 

I was glad the Lord enabled me to obey 
and go forward believing the promise. 
Phil. iv: 19. Saturday evening, Mr. Stani- 
land brought me a note from the bankers, 
saying that money was coming for me. 
How glad I was then that I had not doubt- 
ed but obeyed and done as God was 
prompting me! Praise our precious Father 
in heaven, who so lovingly provided for 
His child! Thanks, dear parents, you will 
get the more blessed part of the blessing 
in giving to your child, and God's. 

Last night I stopped writing, to go over 
and call on Miss Balleah from Mishima. 
I found Mr. Ito. and brought them both 
home with me to tea. Mr. Ito. spoke to 
the children at prayers. To-day the chil- 
dren do not go out to school as their 
vacation’ has begun, They only have 
three or four weeks vacation. We are 
thinking of having them taught how to 
braid straw for hats. Mr. Ishii’s children 
make $20. amonth inthisway. If wecan, 
we will hire some one to teach them. 

Did I write you about Mr. Ishii, who has 
an orphanage, coming to see us? We 
could not talk much to him, but we did 
enjoy him so much. It seems when he 
first began the work, he tried to get people 
to make a certain contribution every 
month, but it did not succeed very well. 
So he called the children together and 
asked them if they would not rather just 
trust the Lord, and all but three said they 
would. They did not have much to eat at 
that time I believe, and they, the children 
went out intoa Cemetery where the temple 
is in which they live. Mr. Ishii found 


them out there praying. In a short time, 


some foreign ladies came and brought 
them some money. Mr, Ishii told us when 
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he left Okayama this time to come to 


| Yokohame,he had less than $200 but when 


he was with us he had $60. for the Orphan- 
age, and more for himself. Praise God for 
such a man to witness to His faithful- 


/ ness! He gave Sho 20 cents for the chil- 


dren. Was’nt that lovely? Inouye San is 
enjoying the cool air, and the meetings at 
Haksone. 

July 22, 1891. My reading for this morn- 
ing was Joshua xxii, the two and one half 
tribes went back to their possession ac- 
cording to the Word of the Lord, so I 
want all my moves to be according to 
God’s orders. Notice how they were 
criticised by other tribes and misunder- 
stood but they wisely sought an explana- 
tion and the matter was all right. A les- 
son to us, how our acts will be understood 
by even our brethren, but they should seek 
an explanation before passing judgment. 

July 24, 1891. We took all our family 
onapicnic yesterday to a village by the 
sea, and they all had a good time in the 
water,and were so happy; it was a pleasure 
to see their joy. I believe the change was 
what they needed. 

July 25, 1891. Your letter and one from 
Mrs. Whittemore came last night, I do 
praise our loving Father for sparing you to 
us, dear mamma, and trust Him to keep 
you full of His life unto the end, greatly 
blessing and using you all this summer. 

July 27, 1891. The word that has im- 
pressed me this morning is found in Judges 
ili, The nations were left to prove Israel 
to know whether they would harken unto 
the commandments of the Lord, so the 
Lord lets trials and testings come to prove 
us to know if we wiil trust Him. Praise 
Ged, if we have truly committed ourselves 
to Him, we can say, ‘*I know whom I have 
believed, and am persuaded that He is 
able to keep that which I have committed 
unto Him against that day.” Now it is 
10:30 a. m., and with you it is 8 p, m. 
You are having a pleasant evening to- 
gether, I would like to have a peep at you, 
what an excitement I would create in your 
midst! but these are vain words, which we 
are to avoid. Iam glad to be just where 
God has placed me, and won’t wish for 
anything else. Love to all the dear ones. 


Hakone, Japan, August 6, 1891. 


God richly bless you each to-day with 
His fullness, we have been having real 
precious Holy Spirit-meetings. He has 
had the right of way in all this convention.

Mr. Brown, who conducted the meetings 
at Hakone, is to return home with his wife 
and children on this out-going steamer. 
We were much drawn to them at Hakone 
and wanted them very much to come to 
Yokohama to stay. Mr. Brown knows 
the Holy Ghost, and believes in the Lord’s 
second coming as we do, also believes in 
a measure in divine healing. His wife 
was once healed in answer to prayers, 
when he anointed her. He is a special 
friend of Jennie Smith and received his 
call to come to Japan, at Mountain Lake 
Park. He came out at the request of 
Dr. Ely, and has been doing grand work in 
connection with Dr. Ely in Tokyo.

I have a feel- 
ing we are to have a settled, definite work 
here for Jesus. There is such a strong 
desire for the salvation of souls, in our 
hearts, and dear Yasu said, ‘‘I must have 
at least one person converted.” We 
asked her if she and Sho were willing to 
stay here longer. They hesitated as it is 
rather gloomy, and I think Sho misses her 
little boy; but they said, “for Jesus ‘sake 
we will remain longer.” 

Tam very much blessed in reading the 
letter from Mr. Collins of Texas,you copied 
and sent us. Praise God for His true and 
faithful children! May you be able to let 
Jesus live out His victorious life through 
you! I was impressed with these words of 
pastor Stockmeyer’s, ‘‘Learn that one sim- 
ple thing,to live surrendered to the Lord our 
God, depending on Him every moment.
